*be cared for. 


Surely we should learn from the mistakes of the belligerent nations, 


(«nd take every precaution to keep our children normal and free to grow 
•up to carry on the work of the world. 


Thousands of children besides war orphans and refugees have -been 


directly affected by the war, according to reports from belligerent coun- 
ties which have come to the children's bureau. Juvenile delinquency 
'fcaa increased, more children have been necessary to protect the health 
of mothers and babies, and home life has been broken up by the increased 
employment of mothers. 
We in America cannot afford to ignore these 


lessons. Our own democracy—the democracy of the American home— 
must be protected.

Safer in Cities.

fund amounted to $12,000,000, and its 
real property was valued at much 
more.

In the 
early period of the war, relief corps 
were dispatched to England, France 
and Russia, but they have since re- 
turned to Japan. The society has done 
considerable work in the supplying cf 
bandages and other medical necessities 
to the entente powers. .

New York.—Germany is reaching

at wprk and metals of all kinds are 
disappearing, the escaped prisoners 
•ay. 


The two men met each other in Hol- 


land and succeeded in reaching this 
country by stowing away on u steam- 
,Bhlp. 
Tanneribaum spent more than 


two years in mines and internment 
camps after he was forcefully taken 
Into Germany from Russia. He says 
that the German people are coming to 
look upon victory as a lost hope nod 
are so tired of war that thousands are 
wondering If it is worth while. 
1 The call to arms has reached seven- 
teen-year-old boys, and mothers are 
vainly protesting. The enthusiasm ot 
the earlier days of the \\ar is lacking 
The people are thm to the point ot 
emaciation because of scanty rations. 
To be fat is almost a crime, and to eat 
more than the go\ eminent allotment 
is sometimes punishable bj death. The 
people are becoming le&s and less 
stirred by optimistic government an- 
nouncements. 


Was Smuggled Across Border. 


TannenbaUm, a Russian Jew, was 


allowed no freedom in Germany. lie 
bribed a woman to smuggle him across 
the Dutch border. In Holland he could 
obtain no authority to leave that coun- 
try, although he had left his wife des- 
titute in Russia. He met Schurek at 
the Russian consulate, and after un- 
successfully trying to secure steam- 
ship passage the pair boldly walked 
aboard a liner. 
They w ere, unchal- 


lenged and reached this city by way 
Of Halifax. 
Their entrance into tins 


country was unknown to immigration 
Officials, but they announced their 
presence, and after an investigation 
they were allowed to remain. 


To own a cat or dog in Germany 


brings a fine ot $500. Gold has disap- 
peared and very little nickel is in evi- 
dence. Paper money is used entirely, 
and it is put into circulation by the 
various sections of the country. The 
Krupps issue their own money, which 
is redeemed for food. 


Tannenbaum was thrown into prison 


for standing outside a railroad station 
waiting for a train. He was ordered | 
to scrub his cell every morning with 
a cup of salt and a pail of water. For 
food he received an ounce of bread, 
cereal coffee, bread crumbs and soup 
mdVle of potato peelings. 


Prisoners Beaten Frequently. 


In a camp where Taunebaum spent 


three months with French and Be^ian 
prisoners wooden benches were the 
beds, and rotten bread, with potato- 
peel soup, was the food 
The men 


were frequently examined by doctors, 
and 
often were inarched naked on

baths. They were beaten on the slight- 
est provocation. An epidemic of chol- 
era and typhoid broke out, and when 
it was over the survivoit, were •vacci- 
nated. 


The German Sjoldicrs and doctors de-

Apple butter IN spiced tururdlng to< 


one's preference, about half a tea- 
spoonful each of ground cinnamon, 
cloves and allspice for each gallon be- 
ing u common mixture.

While still boiling hot. apple butter 


should be packed in hot, sterilized 
glasses, glass jars or hermetically 
sealed stone jars, or crocks with tight- 
ly fitting covers, and be sterilized in- 
steam as follows: Set the container*, 
filled and with tops on, fn a vessel 
fitted with false bottom and deep 
enough to hold them, pour in a little 
water, put on the cover to hold in the 
steam, and set over the fire. Begin to 
count time when the steam starts to 
escape, and after five minutes (ten for 
half gallon, or 15 for larger contain- 
ers), take the containers out to cool, 
then set them away for future use. Do 
not disturb the covers until the apple 
butter Is to be used. If the covers do 
not fit tightly, place waxed or 
oiled 


paper in them to make a tight fit be- 
fore sterilizing is done. This steriliz- 
ing is done for the purpose of prevent- 
ing any spoiling of the top layers of 
apple butter, and also to take the place 
of a layer of paraffin which, though 
a good seal, is now quite expensive. AH 
fruit butters and similar products 
should be sterilized in the same way. 


Good apple butter is often made 


without the use of cider. Enough wa- 
ter is added to the peeled and sliced 
apples to make a thin apple sauce and 
this Is allowed to cook very slowly, or 
simmer, o\er a low fire for three or 
four hours. Brown rather than white 
sugar is usually used, being added 
when the cooking is two-thirds done. 
The sugar which settles at the bottom 
| of barrels of New Orleans molasses 
is excellent for this purpose. A pound 
per gallon is usually sufficient but this 
amount is a matter of taste as is also 
the amount of cinnamon, allspice, and 
cloves to be added when the cooking is 
done.

Nanking has two educational institu- 


tions under government supervision 
which are worthy of mention.

New York,—Germany is roaclilug 
the end of hor rosources, according to 
Max Tannonbaum and Jacob Scluirek. 
^vho arrived here after escaping Into 
Holland from German prison camps, 
^ h e homes of the people have been 
«tripped of old men and boys for the 
fifing line, aged men and women are 
nt Wfrk and metals of all kinds are 
disappearing, 
the escaped prisoners 
Bay. 
The two men mot each other In Hol­ 
land and succeeded in reaching this 
country by stowing away on a steam- 
Bhip. 
Tannenbauni spent more than 
two years in mines and internment 
'camps after lie was forcefully taken 
Into Germany from Itussia. 
He says 
tlmt the Gorman people are coming to 
look upon victory as a lost hope aud 
are so tired of war that thou.«iands are 
wondering if it is worth while. 
The call to arms has reached seven- 
teen-year-old boys, and mothers are 
vainly protesting. 
The enthusiasm of 
the earlier days of the war is lacking. 
The people arc thin to the point of 
emaciation because of scanty rations. 
To be fat is almost a crime, and to eat 
more than the government allotment 
Is someUmeS punishable by death. The 
people are becoming less * and less 
stirred by optimistic government an­ 
nouncements. 
Was Smuggled Across Border. 
Tannenbaüm, a Russian Jew, was 
allowed no freedom In Germany. 
lie 
bribed a woman to smuggle him across 
the Dutcli border. In Holland he could 
obtain no authority to leave that coun­ 
try, although he had left his wife des­ 
titute in lUissia. 
He met Schurek at 
the llussian consulate, and after un- 
ßuccessfully trying to secure sleam- 
ehlp passage the pair boldly walked 
aboard a liner. 
They were, unchal­ 
lenged and reached this city by way 
of Halifax. 
Their entrance Into this 
country was unknown to Immigration 
ofliclals, but they announced 
their 
presence, and after an investigation 
they were allowed to remain. 
To own a cat or dog In Germany 
brings a fine of $500. Gold has disap­ 
peared and very little nickel is in evi­ 
dence. 
Paper money is used entirely, 
and it is put into circulation by the 
various sections of the country. 
The 
Krupps issue their own money, which 
is redeemed for food. 
Tannenbaum was tlirown into prison 
for standing outside a railroad station 
waiting for a train. 
He was ordered 
to scrub his cell every morning with 
a cup of salt and a pall of water. For 
food he received an ounce of bread, 
cereal coffee, bread crumbs and soup 
irutde of potato iieellngs. 
Prisoners Beaten Frequently.

They were beaten on the slight­ 
est provocation. An epidemic of chol- 
pra and typhoid broke out, and when 
It was over the survivors weie vacci­ 
nated. 
The German soldiers and doctors de­ 
serted the camp during the epidemic, 
and prisoners were left to care for the 
,slck. 
Finally the camp was Investi­ 
gated by a government commission, 
which ordered better food. 
The food allowance for the German 
people was as follows: For one jierson, 
one week, three pounds of bread, 80 
'grams of butter, one t*gg, 250 grams of 
meat, 50 grams of sugar, liO grams of 
soup, one fiake of fat. The i)eo])le «are 
hungry all the time. 
They caji have 
potatoes and vegetables only when 
there Is plenty. 
A special permit is required for se­ 
curing (‘lothes, and articles of a]jparel 
can only be obtahied after authorities 
ihave determineil they are really need­ 
ed. The soldiers fare little better, re* 
ceivlng poor clothes, and food enough 
only when there Is an abundance. Tiie 
soldiers receive three pounds of bread 
every four days wljen there is enough

nation.* 
What had these little Inno- 
coiT.ts done to offend? 
Was It 
nv/^re fact of being alive and being 
f^/ns and daughters of our thrice un- 
happy race? 


Worse Than the Turks. 
' “The Oerman soldiers that one sees 
around the stations In Armenia are 
generally of a low type, and not far bc- 
lilnd the Turks In their disregard for 
the rights of our people. 
Their cru­ 
elty is a little different from that of 
the Turks, but the difference is only 
one of kind. 
The Turk, for example, 
often respects certain things 
which 
we have learned to associate with oin* 
religious or racial beliefs; the German 
has no respect for anything—nothing 
is too sacred for his profane hands. 
The Turk frequently used to show 
some respect and deference to the 
upper class Armenians, the educated 
people, regarding them as perhaps 
capable of being useful even In a 
Turkish dominion. 
The German, as 
soon as he arrived hero, pointed out 
the educated Armenian as the most 
dangerous of all, and Instigated the 
Turks into organizing a ruthless per­ 
secution of the intellectual classes of 
Armenians. 
One day they surround­ 
ed the offices of the conservative 
» 
newspaper Asadamard, arrested all 
the staff and deported them, I know 
not whither. 
Will they ever return? 
Who knows? 
“One day I walked from a place 
where thousands of Innocent women, 
girls’ and children wero bivouacked, 
suffering nameless miseries. 
I walk­ 
ed away because I could not bear any 
more to gaze upon them, and I came 
to a hill where I saw a little child. I 
was In Turkish uniform. 
The child ¡ 
came near me and cried in T urkish: 
‘Give me for God’s sake a piece of 
bread ! 
For five days I have eaten 
nothing but this.* He pointed to some 
melon skin that had been left Ijung 
by the road. 
I answered him In Ar-* 
menlan, and the poor boy jumped Into 
my arms, saying: 
‘Art thou Arme­ 
nian?* He remained there for a min­ 
ute, uttering no other word. But I felt 
warm tear^ falling down on my cheek. 
“The waters of the Kuphrates, the 
sands of the deserts of Mesopotamia, 
are the graves of the wholp Armenian 
nation. 
I can no longer weep. 
My 
tears have frozen in my eyes.”

ter was in Constantinople until the end 
of last year. wJien he was sent to the 
front with a party of Armenians, sev­ 
eral of whom escaped.” 
Worse Than Dante's Inferno. 
The interpreter’s story folluNVs: 
“What yi»u have read and heard 
about Armenia is not a hundredth part 
jf the truth. 
Dante’s Jnferno was a 
heaven compared with the hell that 
the Turks Jjave jnade of my country. 
Something of the awful reality of the 
lust twelve months I have myself seen 
ji passing tlirough on the way to the 
front. 
“At Aleppo tJiere are four factories 
In which, under the supervision of de­ 
ported Armenians, two tliousand Ar­ 
menian women are being enjployed 
under terrible conditions. The women 
are all deportees. 
One of them sajd 
to me: 
*(Jn a halt during our depor­ 
tations I saw a gendarnae bury a sick 
woman alive. 
Cold-blooded murders

^ people, too, like such fruit butter on 
I bread, and It is good dietetics as well 
as good economy to use ^such highly i 
flavored products to “carry** a rela­ 
tively hirge amount of milder-fiavored 
food. 
It is desirable to use only good 
' quality fruit for fruit butters, and It 
must bo remembered that poor fruits 
will not make good fruit butters. How­ 
ever, as every housekeeper knows, 
part of an apple or other fruit may he 
sound and good while the remainder 
is not, owing to bruising or other in­ 
jury, and suiMi good portions may be 
' used successfully for fruit butter mak­ 
ing. Thus it is often a decided econ­ 
omy, since it saves what would other­ 
wise be a total loss. 
There is no better way to use good 
apples and the sound portions of wind­ 
fall, wormy and bruised *npples than 
to make apple butter of them. While I | 
almost all varieties of apples will make 
good apple butter, those with dlsti^ict- 
ive flavor and good cooking quality are 
most satisfactory. 
Such old standard 
varieties 
aa Northern 
Spy, 
Rhode 
Island Greeaing, 'Tompkins King and 
Smokehouse are excellent for this pur­ 
pose, 
The summer varieties also will 
make good apple butter, it has been 
found by recent tests In the United 
States department of agriculture. 
If apples of coarse texture are used. 
It Is deslrab!le to cook them and put 
them through a colander or coarse- 
wlre stralneir before adding them to 
the boiled dder. 
Sweet apples are 
sometimes u.ved with tart ones. Over­ 
ripe apples aire not desirable. 
Apple but(:er is made by 
boiling 
down fresh, sweet elder to half Its 
original qauntity, then adding apples 
which have been peeled aud sliced. The 
apples either are added directly to.the 
boiled* cider and cooked in it until 
the apple butter is done or are made 
into apple ssiuce, which is cooked in 
the boiling cider. The cooking should 
bo continued until the elder and apple 
pulp do not i;eparate‘; then the butter 
will be of the right thickness when 
cold. 
It takes about equal amounts of 
sweet cider and peeled and sliced ap­ 
ples to make apple butter of the right 
consistency. 
In other words, if five 
gallons of sweet cider are used It 
should be boiled down to two and one- 
half gallons, iftnd five gallons of peeled 
and sliced q.pples should be added, 
either raw or made into apple sauce. 
Two things essential to making good 
apple butter are: 
Long, slow cook­ 
ing (four to six hours), and constant 
stirring. 
If sugar is used, it should be added 
after the cooking of cider and apples 
is about two-thirds done. 
About a 
pound of either white or brown sugar 
Is the usual amount per gallon of ap­ 
ple butter, but more or less, or not 
any, may be used to suit the taste. 


Saving the Surplu o. 


Apple butter is spiced accnrdlng lo' 
one’s preferenco, about half a teR* 
spoonful each of ground cinnamon, 
cloves and allspice for each gallon be­ 
ing a common mixture. 
These are 
stirred into it when the cooking is fin­ 
ished. 
While still boiling h o t apple butter 
should be packed in hot. sterilized 
glasses, 
glass 
jars or hermetically 
sealed stone jars, or crocks with tight­ 
ly fitting covers,- and be sterilized in 
steam as follows: 
Set the containers, 
filled and with tops on, in a vessel 
fitted with false 
bottom 
and 
deep 
enough to hold thelu, pour in a littla 
water, put on the cover to hold In the 
steam, and set over the fire. Begin to 
count time wiien the steam starts to 
escape, and after five minutes (ten for 
half gallon, or 15 for larger contain­ 
ers). take the containers out to cool, 
then set them away for future use. Do 
not disturb the covers \mtll the apple 
butter is to be used. If the covers do 
not fit tightly, place waxed or 
oiled 
paper In them to make a tight fit be­ 
fore sterilizing Is done. 
This steriliz­ 
ing is done for the purpose of prevent* 
ing any spoiling of the top layers of 
apple butter, and also to take the place 
of a layer of paVaflln which, though 
a good seal, is now quite expensive. AH 
fruit 
butters and 
similar products 
should be sterilized In the same way. 
Good apple butter Is often 
made 
without the use of elder. Enough wa­ 
ter Is added to the peeled and sliced 
apples to make a thin apple sauce and 
this is allowed to cook very slowly, or 
i: j simmer, over a low fire for three or 
four hours. 
Brown rather than white 
sugar is usually used, being added 
when the cooking is two-thirds done. 
The sugar which settles at the bottom 
! of barrels of New Orleans molasses 
Is excellent for this purpose. A pound 
per gallon lr> usually sufficient but this 
amount Is a matter of taste as Is also 
the amount of cinnamon, allspice, and 
cloves to be added when the cooking is 
done.

to have time to get our plans together 
In the train going up to Paris.* **

The noisome forecastle, a tradition 
from the days of sails and of the 
small ships in which com'fort could 
not very reasonably be expected, is 
eliminated in/the new standardized 
British ships. 
Instead, the shipping 
controller.

The primary reason was to secure

This telephone 
connects the two systems on either 
side of the river, and constitutes an 
Important Jink In the telephone serv­ 
ice of the district. 
Tlie sl«e of the 
cable and the diUlcultles which attend­ 
ed Its laying made the event one of 
special Interest Jn the technical world. 
Experts profess to see Jn the success 
achieved a promise of transatlantic 
telephone lines. 


A length of cable 14,670 feet long 
was required for the job. 
It took a 
sand-scbw, a tugboat and 
a 
light- 
draft tug eight days to lay the cable, 
which 
weighed 
about 
ninety 
tons. 
Seventy-four pairs of wires were run 
through the big tube, and the people 
on both sides of the river can now 
hold “submarine” conversation just as 
though there was ‘not several miles 
of water between telephones.

Adems County apple growers will re- 


etve fancy prices for their fruit this year. 
The crop is not as large other places as it 
is here and the demand just now is so 
great for the early varieties that some of 
the growers are picking the fruit ahead of 
,he usual time, and shipping it forward. 
It is difficult to buy apples here. Last 
year York Imperials, the great Adams 
county crop, yielded on the average $2.50 
a barrel. This year they are selling at 
$3.25 and $3.50 a barrel, the buyers tak- 
ne the crops from the entire orchards at 
those figures. Early in the summer some 
growers sold for only $2 65 and $2.75.

So many items bearing upon those

Nothing could have been more unex-
